1 These rules may be called the Indian

2. Iu these rules, unless there is anything

The 
cost of paying for the coin will be charged to 
the Central Government- The broken pieces of 
coins so paid for should he forwarded to the 
mint at Calcutta or Bombay.

I The uniform to lie worn by officers iu civil tfiujiloy will be that 
shown in the schedule appended to these- rules but in the case of 
Indian gentlemen who hold any of the offices therein specified a pagri 
may be substituted for the cocked hat, helmet or forage cap prescribed 
in the rules, or the national dress which tliev ure accustomed to wear 
on ceremonial occasions may be worn in place of uniform. Indian 
gentlemen appointed to be Members of the Executive Council of the 
Sbvernor-General and Ministers of Governors of Provinces may wear 
the alternative official dreq* described in the schedule in place of 
Uniform so long as they bold such appointments.

TEMPORARY REGULATIONS FOR COAL 
MINES. 

1. (1) These regulations may 1 e called the 
Supplementary Coal Mines (Temporary) Regu- 
lations, 1937. 

(2) They sttiall apply only in respect of coal 
mines. 

2. In these regulations, ‘‘the principal 
Regulations’* jnean the Indian Coal Mines 
Regulations, 1926. 


3. ( 1 ) The Chief Inspector may require the 

manager of any mine in which, or in any part 
of which, a mechanical ventilator is in use, to 
submit within one month Standing Orders 
specifying the action that shall be taken with 
respect to the withdrawal of workmen from 
such mine or such part of the mine in the 
event of a stoppage of the mechanical venti- 
lator. 

(2) The Chief Inspector limy approve of 
such Standing Orders or may modify them if. 
in his opinion, they are defective in any 
respect, and shall give notice in •writing to 
the manager that such Standing Orders ns are 
approved by him shall be enforced at the 
mine. 

(.7) On receipt of the notice from the Chief 
Inspector the manager shall post the Standing 
Orders in conspicuous places at the mine both 
above and below ground and shall be respon- 
sible for securing effective compliance with 
them. 

1. (/) In an,\ mine in which inflammable 

gas lias been found during the previous 
twelve months, all unused workings in which 
inflammable gas may accumulate and which 
are not permanently sealed off, shall, at least 
once in every week, he inspected for the pre- 
sence of inflammable gas, hy the competent 
person appointed under regulation 70 of the 
principal Regulations. 

(2) The inspection shall he made with a 
locked flame safety lamp of a type approved 
by the Chief Inspector, and no additional 
light shall he used, other thanttn electric torch 
or lam]) of a type approved by the Chief 
Inspector. 

(•3) The result of every such inspection shall 
be reported by the person making it in the 
manner required hy sub-regulation Vfy of 
regulation 70 of the principal Regulations and 
shall be recorded in the hook maintained in 
accordance with sub-regulation (2) of that 
regulation. 

(4) Nothing in this regulation shall lie con- 
strued to affect the provisions of regulation 70 
ot the principal Regulations. 

5. (7) In even mine or part of u mine in 

which the use of .safety lamps is for the time 
being required in pursuance of regulation 123 
of the principal Regulations, a competent 
person appointed in writing, liy the manager 
for the purpose, shall search all persons 
employed below ground immediateh before 
they enter the mine or part for thp* purpose 
of ascertaining whether they have in their 
possession any match, smoking apparatus, or 
any apparatus of any kind for striking a light 
except within a completely closed chamber 
attached to the fuse of a shot. 

(2) The person conducting f$e search shall — 

(a) search or turn out all pockets; 

(b) pass his hand over all clothing; and 

( c ) examine any article incite workman’s 

possession. 
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(3) If the pern conducting the search sus- 
pects that the person searched is concealing 
any article of the nature described in sub- 
regulation (/), he shall detain him and as soon ' 
as possible refer the matter to the manager, or 
other official authorised by the manager for 
the piirpo.se, who shall not allow such person 
to enter the mine until he is satisfied that the 
person has no suidi article in his possession. 

fi, (/) Without prejudice to the provisions

5. The sanction of the Board shall be obtained to all proposals for 
altering the number, designations and grades of its servants and the 
salaries, fees and allowances payable to them. Such proposals shall 
ordinarily be taken into consideration at the time of framing the budget 
but may, at the instance of the Executive Officer, he taken ip to 
consideration at any time ; 

Provided that no proposal adversely affecting any servant who has 
been in the permanent service of the Board for more than five years 
and is drawing a salary of not Iphs than fifty rupees per mensem shall 
be considered except at a speeijal meeting convened fo* the purpose. 

Provided also that the previous sanction of the Officer Conimand- 
ing-in-Chief the Command shall he obtained as required by rules 45, 
46 and 47 of the Cantonment Account (lode, 1924, save in the case of 
the appointments of temporary servants under rule 9. 

6. (1) All first appointments to service (other than menial service) 

under a Board shall be on probation, and no person shall he confirmed 
in his first appointment until lie lias satisfied the authority which has 
appointed him by probationary service for such period, not being less 
than six months,, as that authority .hi ay determine, tliat'he is fylly 
qualified to hold sueh appointment.* *. ? v 

(2) For the purposes of these* rules‘A servant "who has been confirm- 
ed in his appointment after a period of probationary service shall be 
deemed to have commenced his service from the date of his appoint- 
ment on probation. 

7. (1) The Executive Officer shall appoint all servants whose 
salary on appointment will not exceed twenty-five rupees per mensem; 
all other servants shall be appointed by the Board. 

(2) The Executive Officer shall — 

(а) apportion and control and superintend the performance of the 

duties of, ^ * 

(б) disburse the salaries of, and 

(r) deal with applications for leave of absence from, and, subject 
to the provisions of sub-rule (T), make officiating appoint* 
ments in vacancies caused by the grant of leave to, 

all servants : * 

Provided that the Mediaal Officer in charge of the Cantonment 
hospital or dispensary shall perform like functions referred to in Clauses 
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(a) and (b) in respect of all servant** employed in the Cantonment 
hospital or dispensary. 

(3) No person shall he appointed under this rule who has been dis- 
missed from employment under the Central Government or any 
Provincial Government or any Board or local authority, or lias been 
sentenced by a criminal court to imprisonment or to transportation or has 
been ordered to find security or lias been bound over for good behaviour 
under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, or has been sentenced by 
a criminal court for any offence under Chapter IX. A. of the Indian 
Penal Code or has been adjudged insolvency fc competent court. 

8. (1) The Board or the officer appointing a servant may discharge 

such servant — 

(a) during his period of probation ; 

(b) on his being declared by a medical officer approved by the 

Board to be medically unfit for .further service; 

(<:) on his attaining the age of 55 years or on the expiration of 
any further period for which he is retained in service after 
attaining that age ; 

(d) in pursuance of a provision contained in a written contract 

between such servant and the Board; or 

(e) in pursuance of a reduction or revision of establishment, 
and not otherwise. 

{2) A servant in receipt of a monthly wage, who is discharged 
during a period of probation, shall, in the absence of a written con- 
tract to the contrary, be entitled to one month's notice before discharge 
or to one month's wages in lieu thereof, and a servant not having 
attained the age of fifty-five years who is discharged otherwise than- 
during such period in pursuance of a reduction or revision of estab- 
lishment shall, in the absence of a written contract to the contrary, be 
entitled to three months* notice before discharge or to three months’ 
wages in lieu thereof. 

(3) there shall he paid to a servant not having attained the age of 
fifty-five years who is discharged in pursuahee of clause ( b ) or clause 
(«) of suh-rule (1) a compensatory gratuity calculated at the rate of 
half a month's pay for each complete year of qualifying service subject 
to a maximum of G months' pay where his Qualifying service has been 
less than 15 years and of 12 months' pay where nis qualifying service 
has been more than 15 years: 

Provided that no gratuity shall he gaid, if — 

(a) the servant has been offered and has refused an alternative 
appointment on approximately equal pay under the same 
Board, whyi*h was in thi opinion of the Board of a suitable 
nature ; or * , „ 

(h) the servant’s servicq has not, in* the opinion of the Board*- 
been efficient and faithful. 

Explanation /. — For the purpose of this rule i 'qualifying service* * 
"taeans continuous lervioe under the Board and, where there has been a 
break iaa service, the last period of continuous service: 
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Provided that the Board may, in its discretion, include in the com- 
putation of qualifying service the amount of any leave earned hut not 
taken by the servant concerned. 

Explanation 11 . — For the purposes of this rule “pay” means sub- 
stantive pay at the rate applicable to the servant concerned at the time 
of his discharge. 

(4) The Board may, in its discretion, grant leave to any servant not 
having attained the age of fifty-five yours who is discharged in pursuance 
of clause (e) of sulurule (11 up to the full amount due subject to the 
maximum of leave admissible under the Fundamental Rules at any one 
time. Such leave «hall commence from the commencement, of the three 
months’ notice referred to in sub-rule (2). 

(5) If a servant in the absence of a written contract authorising him 
so to do, and without reasonable cause, resigns hiB employment or 
absents himself from his duties without giving one month’s notice to 
the Board, he shall be liable to forfeit such sum, not exceeding one 
month’s wages, out of the wages due to him, as the Board may, by 
general or special order, direct. 

9. When in the opinion of the President of the Board the employ- 
ment of temporary servants is necessary, the President shall ajfooint 
such temporary servants on such conditions as may be considered 
necessary : 

Provided that — 

(a) the President of the Board in the exercise of this power shall 
not act in contravention of an order of the Board prohibit- 
ing the employment of temporary servants for any particular 
work, and shall report in writing every appointment under 
this rule for the approval of the Board at the next meeting 
following the appointment; 

(ft) all such appointments shall be reported by the President of 
the Board to the Officer Commanding-m-Chief the Com- 
mand for confirmation, the report being made after the 
approval of the Board lias been obtained m accordance with 
clause (a), and bging accompanied by a full explanation 
. erf" the conditions which have given rise to the appoint- 
ments; and 

(c) if the approval of the Board or the* confirmation of the Officer 
Commanding-in-Ohief the Command is wtthheLl in 4he case 
of any such appointment, the appointment shall pe terminated 
forthwith. ^ 

10. The Officer Commanding-in43hief the Cbmiftand may, if in his 
opinion the number of servants employed or proposed to be employed 
by a Board or the salary assigned by uie Boajd to any such servant is 
excessive, require the Bqard reduce the number of such servants or 
the amount of such salary^ as the case may be, within such time as he 

* may fix, and the Board shall, subject to the provisions of sub-rulq, (1) 
of rule 8 and of any lawful contract between the servant and the Board, 
comply with such requisition: 

Provided ttat reasonable opportunity, shall be given to the Board* to 
•how cause in Writing why suen redaction should not be made. 
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Suspension , removal , dismissal, etc., of Cantonment Funtt Servants . 

11. The Board, or the officer appointing a servant, may for reasons 
to he recorded in writing, censure, withhold increment or promotion 
from, fine, suspend, reduce, remove or dismiss such servant: 

Provided that, in the case of a servant who is in receipt of a monthly 
salary exceeding twenty-five rupees, the powers conferred Ihy this rule 
i shall* he exercised only by the Board: 

Provided further that — 

(i) no fine shall be imposed upon any servant other than a menial 

servant and in no case shall a fine in any' one month exceed 
one week's salary of the servant fined; 

( ii ) no servant shall be removed or dismissed otherwise than on 

proof of dishonesty or of repeated neglect or disobedience 
of orders, or of continued inefficiency or of insolvency or 
habitual indebtedness or of any other circumstance by 
reason of which the officer or Board concerned is of opinion 
that his retention in service would be detrimental to the 
efficient administration of the Cantonment; and 

(Hi) a list of all punishments inflicted under this rule by the 
Executive Officer shall (be submitted monthly to the Board. 

12. (1) No order of dismissal, removal or reduction shall be passed 
on a servant (other than an order based on facts which have led to his 
conviction in a criminal court) unless he has Ibeen informed in writing 
of the grounds on which it is proposed to take action, and has been 
afforded an adequate opportunity of defending himself. The grounds 
on which it is proposed to take action shall be reduced to the form of 
a definite charge or charges, which shall be communicated to the person 
(diarged together with a statement of the allegations on which each 
churge is based and of uny other circumstances which it is proposed to 
take into consideration in passing orders on the case, und a list of docu- 
ments and witnesse.s by which each charge is to be sustained. He shall be 
reouirvd, within a reasonable time, to put in a written statement of his 
defence and to state whether he desires to be heard in parson* If he so de- 
sires or if the authority appointing the servant so directs, auroral inquiry 
shall lie held. At tba^ inquiry oral evidence shplf be ketftd Its to such 
of the allegations as not admitted, aifd tl^e peflbn charged shall be 
entitled, to cross-examine ike" witnesses, to give evidence in person and 
to have j*uch witnesses' Y, ailed, as he may wish, provided that the officer 
conducting tne inqifiry may, for special and sufficient reason to be 
recorded m Writing, /efuse to call a witness. The proceedings shall 
contain a sufficient record of the evidence" and a statement of tne find- 
ings and the grounds thereof. 

This rule shall not apply where the person concerned has absconded, 
or where it is for other reasons impracticable to communicate with him. 
All or any of the provisions of the rule -mpy: in exceptional cases, for 
special and sufficient reasons to be recorded in' writing, be waived, where 
there is a difficulty in observing exactly the requirements of the rule 
and these requirements can be waived without injustice to the person 
charged. 

(2) A copy of the finding and grounds thereof shall be delivered 
to the servant personally or by registered post. In tne event of the 
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servant appealing, the whole proceedings, together with his service roll 
or service hook, if any, shall be forwarded with the memorandum of 
appeal. 

(3) In the case of a menial servant, an equally elaborate inquiry 
need not be made, but there shall be delivered to him personally or by 
registered post a copy of the document, showing the ground or grounds 
on which his reduction, removal or dismissal was ordered. 

13. Any servant who has been reduced, removed or dismissed by the 
Executive Officer shall be entitled to appeal to the Hoard witliin 30 
days from tlie date of delivery of the document showing the grounds on 
which his reduction, removal or dismissal was ordered. If his appeal is 
rejected by the Board, there shall be delivered to him personally or by 
registered post a copy of the order passed by the Board and he shall be 
entitled, within 30 days from the date of delivery of the copy of the said 
order, to subunit a further appeal to the Officer Comm an ding-in-Chief 
the Command whose decision shall, subject to the provision made in 
rule 15, 1k> final. 

14. Any person who has been reduced, removed or dismissed by 
the Board shall, within 30 days from the date of delivery of the copy 
of the document showing the grounds of his reduction, removal or dis- 
missal, he entitled to appeal to the Officer Commanding-in-Chief the 
Command whose decision shall, subject to the provision made in rule 15, 
he final. 

15. (1) The Central Government shall, on the application of the 
servant concerned, other thun a menial servant ujqiointed by the Execu- 
tive Officer, if such application has been made within 30 days from the 
date of delivery to the servant of the decision of the Officer Commuiidiitg- 
in-Chief, the Command, be competent to revise any order passed by the 
Officer Com man ding-in-Chief, the Command, in exercise of a power con- 
ferred by rule 13 or 14. 

(2) The application to the Central Government shall lie submitted 
through the Board and the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command. 


Gratuity on retirement . • 

If,. If a servant is not a GoVhrninenl official, and is not eligible to 
suhscrilie to the Cun'tomuent Provident Fund, the -Board* may grant 
him a gratuity, hut no' pension, on retirement.* The amount of juich 
gratuity shall not exceed the sum^whieh would Hoqiayatile if the service 
in respect of which it is paid had been service under trig Central Govern- 
ment. 

, 

Service HooJcs. * 

17. (1)A service hook — 

ia) may, at the discretion of the Board, he kept for every menial 
servant, 

( h ) shall be kept for every servant other than a menial servant, 

whose salary is Rs. 20 a month or over. 

(2) Service hooka shall be maintained in the form prescribed in the 
Civil Service Regulations. 
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18. The service book shall be supplied to every such servant at his 
own cost on his first appointment. It shall be kept in the custody of 
the Executive Officer and may be given up to the servant if he resigns 
or is discharged without fault, an entry being first made therein to this 
effect. 

19. (1) Full details of the service, pay. leave, periods of suspension 
from employment nr other interruptions in service and references to 
any records, specially to any good or bad services shall, as occasion 
arises, be entered in the service book by the Executive Officer. 

(2) The Executive Officer shall see that all entries in the service book 
are duly made and attested. There shall be no erasure or over-writing, 
all corrections being neatly made and properly attested. 

20. It. shall be the duty of every servant to see that his service book 
is properly kept up, and that the entries on the first page are attested 
annually. 


Service Rolls. 

21. (1) A Service Roll shall be maintained in the form prescribed in 

Volume I of the Civil Account Code for every servant for whom a service 
hook is not maintained under rule 17, and who is not eligible to subscribe 
to the Cantonment Provident Fund. 


Termination of Service. 

22. (1) No servant, other than a menial servant, shall be retained in 

the service of a Bourd after he attains the age of 55 yearn except with 
the sanction of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command. 

(2) In the case of a servant whose year, or year and month, of birth 
is known, but not the exact date, the 1st July, or lfitb of the month, 
respectively, shall he deemed to he the date of birth for the purpose of 
determining the date on which he attains the age of 55 years, for the 
purpose of this rule. 


Security to be furnished^ by certain servants. 

2d. (1) The Executive Officer shall require every servant who is 
entrusted with the receipt, custody or control of property or monies or 
securities for, money, to furnish security for the due discharge of his 
office, of u Value equivalent to the aggregate value of the maximum 
amount of monies or securities for money which the servant concerned is 
ordinarily likely to have in his hands at any one time. 

(2) No security shall he accepted other than a deposit of: — 

(a) cash; 

( b ) Government securities; 

(r) shares in the Imperial Bank of India; 

(d) debentures or other securities for money issued by or on behalf 

of a local authority; or 

(e) a fidelity insurance policy approved by the Board and issued 

by an insurance company approved by the Central Govern- 
ment. 
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Explanation . — For the purpose of clause (a) “rash” shall he deemed 
to include a Savings Bank deposit if pledged to the President of the 
Board. 

(3) The securities, shares, and debentures referred to in clauses (ft), 

(c) and ( d ) of sub-rule (2) shall be accepted at their market value at. the 
time of deposit. 

(4) The premia for the policy referred to in clause (e) of sub-rule (2) » 
shall be paid by the Boara and the amount thereof shall Ibe deducted 
from the salary of the servant. 

24. Every servant, to whom rule 23 applies, shall execute a bond in 
the appropriate form included in Schedule I. Such security bonds shall 
he kept in the same custody as the other valuables belonging to the 
Board. 

26. The Executive Officer shall on or about the first day of .Tunuary 
in each year submit to the Board a report bb to the sufficiency of the 
security furnished by or on behalf of its servants. 

2fi. The Executive Officer shall deal in the manner prescribed in 
the Government Securities Manual with all monies and securities ** 
deposited as security by or on behalf of servants of the Board. 

27. Any servant failing to furnish the security required by these 
rules for more than one month after he has been called on to do so shall 
be liable to forfeit his appointment. 

28. Deposits given as security shall not be claimable till after the 
lapse of fi months from the date on which the depositor leaves the service 
of the Board. 


Casual Leave. 

29. A servant shall not be entitled to casual leave as a matter of 
right and such leave shall only be granted to any servant, for adequate 
reasons at the discretion of the Executive Officer, subject to the condi- 
tions laid down by the Government of the Province in which the 
Cantonment is situate for Government servants of similar status. 

Travelling Allowance. 

30. A Board may fix the rate of travelling allowance to be drawn 
by its servants; such rate shall not exceed the rate for the time Wing 
admissible to Government servants of the corresponding class employed 
under the Government of the Province in which the Cantonment is 
situate. 


Pension. 

31. Save in the case of a servant who is a Central Government or 
any Provincial Government official, service paid for from the Canton- 
ment fund shall not qualify for pension. 

Courses of Training. 

32. The rules regarding travelling and daily allowances applicable 
to employees of the corresponding class of the Provincial Government 
within whose territorial jurisdiction a cantonment is situate shall be 
applicable to servants who are deputed by a Board to undergo a course 
of training. 
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Part IT — Provident Funds. 

Establishment of Fund. 

33. The Board shall establish and maintain u Provident Fund for 
the benefit of its servants. 

RaU* and realization of subscription. 

34. (1) Every 

(//) menial servant appointed or promoted on or after the (late of 
the commenrement of these rules to an office of which the 
salary is not less than Its. 20 per mensem, may be permitted, 

(b) servant (other than a menial servant) so appointed or promoted 
shall be required 

* 

by the Board to subscribe at the rate of per cent, or one anna in the 
rupee, of his sulary, to the Provident Fund. Subscriptions shall be 
recovered by the Board by deduction from every salary bill presented, 
and shall be credited at once to the fund. In making such deductions 
fractions of a rupee of salary shall be omitted. 

(2) A servant who is liable to subscribe to the Provident Fund by 
reason of his drawing a salary of not less than Its. 20 per mensem, shall 
not cease to he a subscriber if his pay is reduced below Rs. 20 per 
mensem. 

(3) A servunt who is eligible to subscribe to the Provident Fund may 
he permitted, on confirmation, to subscribe with retrospective effect from 
the date of his appointment on probation. The arrears of his subscrip- 
tion in respect to ids probationary service shall be recovered in monthly 
instalments not exceeding double the number of months for which such 
subscriptions are due. The arrears of contribution due from the Board 
in respect of the servant's probationary service shall be credited simul- 
taneously with the arrears of subscription. 

8f>. ' All servants employed under the Cantonments Act, 1910, who 
were subscribers to a Provident Fund maintained during such service 
and who are continued in the employment of the Board under the 
Cantonments Act, 1924, shall be continued as subscribers to the Provi- 
dent Fund established under these rules and the amount at the credit of 
every such servant shall 1 m* brought forward in the accounts maintained 
under these rules. 

30. The Provident Fund account of any servant employed by a local 
authority other than a Board, whose services are transferred to u Board, 
may be "transferred to the Provident Fund of the Board and, after such 
transfer, these rules shall be applicable to such account : 

Provided that only upproved service under the Board shall be taken 
into consideration in calculating any bonus payable under rule 39. 

Ins urance Policies . 

37. (1) A depositor may substitute for the whole or part of his sub- 

scriptions to the Provident' Fund the premia for a policy of insurance 
effected on his own life, if he satisfies the Board as to the due payment 
of the premia : 
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Provided that, if the depositor fails to satisfy the Board of the due 
payment of the premia, or the policy falls due, lapses or becomes in any 
way encumbered, the depositor shall — 

(a) commence or resume payment of the amount of subscription 

for which the policy was substituted ; and 

(b) repay to the Provident Fund the total amount of subscriptions 

for which premia have been substituted, in default of which 
the Board may deduct that amount from the salary of the 
depositor by instalments not exceeding one-third of his salary 
and credit it to his account in the Fund. 

(2) The depositor shall, and the Board shall not, be responsible for 
payment of such premia. 


Nominations. 

38. *\\) The Executive Officer shall require every depositor at the 
time of making his first deposit to make a nomination conferring the 
right to receive the amount that may stand to his credit in the Provident 
Fund in the event of his death before ceasing to be a servant of a 

Board . 

* 

(2) A depositor who, at the time of making his first deposit, has one 
or more €ependants shall send to the Executive Officer a nomination in 
Form A set forth in Schedule II in favour of that dependant, or of one 
or more of his dependants, as the case may be. 

(3) A depositor who has no dependant shull similarly nominate a 
person or persons in Form B set forth in Schedule II : 

Provided that a nomination made under this sub-rule shall be deemed 
to have been duly made in accordance with the rules of the Provident 
Fund only for so long as the subscriber has no dependant. 

(4) If a depositor at any time acquires a dependant, he shall send to 

the Executive Officer a nomination as provided in sub-rule (2) and, if 
he has under sub-rule (3) nominated any person other than a dependant, 
he shall formally cancel the previous nomination. # 

(f>) A depositor may in his nomination distribute the amount that 
may stand to his credit in the Provident Fund amongst his nominees 
at bis own discretion. 

(G) A nomination may be cancelled by a depositor and replaced by 
any nomination which is permitted to be made under this rule. 

(7) Nominations shall, whenever possible, be in the handwriting of 
the depositor and signed by him, and shall be attested by two witnesses. 

(8) Current nominations shall be carefully recorded by a responsible 
officer of theJBoard. 

Contribution by the Board to deposit account of each servant . 

39. (I) The Board shall make a contribution to the deposit account 

of each depositor at the rate of 3J per cent, or oue-balf anna in the 
rupee on the salary of the depositor. Such contribution shall be credited 
to the Provident Fund, month b^ month, in favour of such servant, 
together with any deduction made from his salary under rule 34. The 
contribution shall be charged in the cantonment accounts to Head H — 
Contributions for General Purposes.

(2) (a) lu addition to the contribution made under sut>-rule (1), the 
Board may, if it deems fit, make further contributions, hereinafter called 
bonuses, to be credited to the Provident Fund in favour of any servant 
as follows : — 

After 10 years approved service, 2 months' pay. 

After 15 years approved service, 3 months' pay. 

After 20 years approved service, 3 months’ pay. 

After 25 years approved service, 4 mouths* pay. 

After 30 years approved service, 4 months’ pay. 

Such bonuses may be cumulative, that is, a servant who has received a 
bonus after serving 10 years may, after serving 5 years more, receive a 
second bonus, and so on. Approved service shall be reckoned as from 
the date of commencement of service, irrespective of the date a servant 
becomes a subscriber to the Provident Fund, but. no application for a 
bonus shall be considered unless it is preferred within six months from 
the date at which the depositor becomes eligible for a bonus. 

(b) Approved service may, where the Hoard deems fit, include 
previous service under another Board or either Boards if such other 
Board or Boards pays or pay a share of the bonus proportionate to the 
length of such previous service. The Board shall not credit the bonus 
to the Provident Fund until it has received the proportionate share or 
shares. 

(r) Approved service may, where the Board deems fit, also include 
previous service under the same Board. 

(3) For the purpose of sub-rule (2), “pay” means the pay of the 
depositor on the date on which he becomes eligible for a bonus. 

(4) In special circumstances and with the previous sanction of the 
Oeutrul Government in each ease the Board may grant to any servant 
a bonus of such amount as the (Vntral Government may approve, 
although no bonus, or a bonus of smaller amount, may be admissible 
under sub-rule (2).

40. (1) All subscriptions and contributions under these rules shall 

he credited into the Provident Fund and paid into the Imperial Bank 
of India (Savings Bank) or into the Post Office Savings Bapk, as the case 
may be, between the 1st and 4th of the month on which they become 
due. Such other sums as may subsequently become due in any month 
shall he credited to tin* Provident Fund and so paid into the Imperial 
Bank or the Post Office Savings Bank as to ensure that interest may 
accrue as quickly as possible. 

(2) Such deposits may lie invested in Government Securities in 
accordance with rule 46 of the “Rules for the guidance of depositors in 
the Post Office Savings Bank”, and may also be invested in Govern- 
ment of India loans.

Accumulations when payable. 

41. The amount of the subscriptions and contributions with the 
interest earned thereby at the credit of a depositor shall become payable 
by the Executive Officer from the Provident Fund: — 

(a) on the death of the depositor, subject to the proviso to sub- 
rule (3) of rule 38, to the person or persons nominated by 
him in accordance with that rule, in the proportion specified 
in the nomination; or 

(h) when the depositor ceases to lie a servunt of the Board, to 
the depositor, 

and shall be disposed of in the manner provided in section 4 of the 
Provident Funds Act., 1925: 

Provided that, if the depositor ceases to be a servant of the Board 
by reason of his transfer to the employment of another Board, the 
amount of the subscriptions and contributions and the interest earned 
thereby at his credit shall liecome payable, at his option, either to the 
depositor himself or by inonev order to the credit of his account in the 
Provident Fund of the Board to whose employment he has been trans- 
ferred :

Board for misconduct or has resigned the service of the 
Bourd within five years of his appointment thereto other- 
wise than on medical grounds established to the satisfaction,

(b) the amount to be deducted is due under a liability incurred by 

the depositor to the Board. 


Advance for special purposes . 

42. (I) No withdrawal of the amount at the credit of a depositor in 

the Provident Fund shall he allowed except as provided in rule 41 : 

Provided that, when the pecuniary circumstances of a subscriber are 
such that, in the opinion of the Board the indulgence is absolutely neces- 
sary, a temporary advance, not. ordinarily exceeding three months’ pay 
and in no case exceeding the amount of the depositor’s own subscrip- 
tions to the fund with interest thereon, may be allowed from the sum 
at his credit. 

(2) The following ate instances of the objects for which such 
advances may legitimately be allowed : — 

(a) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness of a 
subscriber or of a member of his family; 
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amount of the advance shall be paid when the advance is repaid in more 
than twelve instalments. In calculating such additional instalments 
a fraction of a rupee if it exceeds eight annas, shall be taken at the 
next higher whole rupee, and if it does not exceed eight annas shall 
be ignored. 

46. The sum at the credit of a depositor shall not be liable to for- 
feiture on dismissal or on conviction by a Criminal Court, except for an 
offence for which the penalty of forfeiture of the whole of the offender’s 
property is prescribed by law. 

47. A copy of the account of each depositor shall be furnished to 
him as soon as possible after the close of the financial year to which the 
account relates, or at the time of payment in the case of accounts closed 
in accordance with rule 41. 


Prohibition of voluntary deposits . 

48. No deposits from servants other than those authorised by these 
rules shall be credited to the Provident Fund. 


Subscription during leave. 

40. Servants shall not be oermitted to subscribe to the Provident 
Fund while absent on leave other than leave on full average salary. 
They may at their option subscribe while absent on leave on full average 
salary.

Responsibility for and method of jmyment. 

4. The mauuger of the factory is respon- 
sible for the payment under the Act of wages 
to persons employed under him, and any 
contractor employing persons is responsible 
for payment to the persons he employs. 

o. Wage-periods shall be fixed for the 
payment of wages, at intervals not exceeding 
one month. 

6. Wages shall be paid on a working day 
within 7 days of the end of the wage-period 
(or within 10 days if 1,000 or more perrons 
are employed). 

The wages of a person discharged shall be 
paid not later than the second working day 
after his discharge, 
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7. Payments ill kirnf are prohibited. t 

Fines and deductions. 

N. No deductions shall he made from wages 
except those authorised under the Act (see 
paragraphs 9 — 15 below). 

9. (1) Fines can he imposed only for such 

acts and omissions as the employer may, with 
the previous approval of the Supervisor, 
specify by a notice displayed at. or near the 
main entrance of the factory and after giving 
the employed person an opportunity for 
explanation. 

(2) Fines — 

(a) shall not exceed half-an-anna in $he 

rupee, 

(b) shall not he recovered by instalments, 

or later than sixty days of the date 
of imposition ; 

(f) shall be recorded in a register and 
applied to such purposes beneficial 
to the employed persons as approved 
by the Supervisor;

of the employed person for the period 
by which the notice he gives of 
leaving employment, is less than the 
notice he should give under his 
contract. 

11. Deductions can be made for damage 
to or loss of goods expressly entrusted to an 
employed person or for loss of money for 
which he is required to account, where BUch 


damage or loss is due to his neglect or default. 

Such deduction cannot exceed the amount 
of the damage or loss caused and can be made 
only after giving the employed person an 
opportunity for explanation. 

12. Deductions can be made, equivalent to 
the value thereof, for house accommodation, 
amenities, or services (other than tools and

Cantonments — Regulations. 

No. 874. — In exercise of the Mowers conferred by Section 280 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of-l9B4),< and in jsupersefcsion of the Canton- 
ment Land Administration Rules, 1925, the Central Government in . 
pleased to make the following Rules, the seme having been previously 
published as required by Sub-Section (1) of the said section, namely: — 

Rules, 

CHAPTER I. 

General. 

1. Short title and extent.— (1) These rules may be called the Can- 
tonment Land Administration Rules, 1937. 

(2) They shall extend to all cantonments in British India, including 
British Baluchistan. 

2, Interpretation olausee. — In these rules, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context — 

(a) “the Act” means the Cantonments Act ? 1924; 

(b) “bazar” means any area deelured by notification in the official 

Gazette to be a' bazar for the purposes of these rules ; 

( c ) “building site" means a portion of land held or intended to be 

held for building purposes, whether, any building be ereetad 
thereon or not, and includes the open ground or courtyard 
enclosed by, or adjucent to, any building erected thereupon; 

S “military” includes “naval'/ and “air-force”; 

“Military Estates Officer” means an officer appointed by the 
Central Government, to perform the duties of a Military 
Estates Officer under these rules; and 
(/) “survey number” means a portion of land of which the area 
is' separately entered in the land records of the cantonment 
under an indicative number. 


CHAPTER II. 

Classification and transfer of land ; standard table op bents; 

management. 

3, General Lend Register.— (1) The Military Estates Officer shall 
prepare, in the form prescribed in Schedule I, a General I^nd Register 
of all land in the cantonment — 

(a) inside bazars ; and 
lb) outside bazars. 
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(2) No addition or alteration shall be made in the General Land 
Register except with the previous sanction of the Central Government 
or such other authority as the Central Government may appoint for 
this purpose or in accordance with the provisions of rules 10 and 46. 

4s Classification of land, — For the purposes of the General Land 
Register prescribed by rule 3 — 

' (a) land in the cantonment which is vested in the Crown shall be 
Divided by the Central Government, or such other authority as the 
Central Government may empower in this behalf, into two classes,

(n) Class “B” Land which is not so required or reserved, but which 
is retained in the cantonment for the effective discharge

(6) land which is vested in the Board under section 108 of the Act 
shall be called Cla»9 “C” land . 

5. Claaa ll A M Land. — Class “A” land shall be divided by the 
Central Government, or such authority as they may empower in this 
behalf, into the following sub-classes, namely: — 

( i ) Class “A” (1) lMhd which is actually used or occupied by the 
Military Authorities, for the purposes of fortifications, barracks, stores, 
arsenals, aerodromes, bungalows for military officers which are the 
property of Government, parade grounds, military recreation grounds, 
rifle ranges, grass farms, daily farms, brick fields, soldiers and hospital 
gardens as provided for in paragraphs 419, 421 and 420 of the Regula- 
tions for the Army in India and other official requirements of the 
Military Authorities. 

(li) ('lass “ A " (~) Land which is not actually used or occupied by 
the Military Authorities, but to the use or occupation of which for 
any other purpose, except temporarily, there exist specific military 
objections. 

Explanation . — For the purposes of this rule — 

(а) specific military objections shall be deemed to exist to the use 

or occupation of land the reservation of which in declared to 
be desirable by the Central Government in the interests of 
the discipline, health or welfare of the military forces, or llie 
safety or defence of the cantonment and its inhabitants ; and 

(б) military recreation grounds mean recreation grounds the 

management and control of which vest exclusively in mem* 
bers of the military forces. 

6. etam "B” Land,— Class “B” land shall be divided by the 
Central Government, or such other authority as they may empower in

11. Credit of Roootpts.— All receipts from land entmsteS to Jthe 
management of the Military Estates Officer shall be credited in full 
to the Central Government. • 

12. The Military Eatatas Officer* Land Ravonut Ragbtor.— The 

Military Estates Officer shall maintain a register, in the form pres- 
cribed in Schedule III, of all lands in Classes <r A” (2) and #I B” (3) which 
are entrusted to his management and from which revenue is derivable. 
This register shall be known as the Military Estates Officer’s Land 
Revenue Register, and shall be prepared annually with effect from 
Afrit 1st, so as to show the annual demand in the shape of rent from 
building sites, agricultural land and other land. 


CHAPTER TV. 

Special Rules foe Class “A” Land. 

13* Modules Of OtalO *A N Land. — (1) The Military Estates Officer 
shall maintain plans and schedules of land in Class “A” (1) and (2) for 
each cantonment in which land is entrusted to hie management.

(2) No alteration in the plana and sohednles shall be made without 
the sanction of the Central Government. 

(3) Aa soon as may be after the 1st April of each year and not later 
than the 1st July, the Military Estates Offioer shall submit a certificate, 
countersigned by the Officer Commanding the Station, to the Central 
Government as to the correctness of the plans and schedules of class “A” 
land, together with a report of any unauthorised structures or encroach- 
ments thereon. 


14. tpeoial Rules for Class 11 A” Lands. — (1) The administrative 
control of Class “A” (1) land including the detection and prevention of 
encroachments thereon, shall vest in the Military Authorities for the 
time being in occupation of the land. The administrative control of 
Class “A M (2) land shall vest in the Central Government. 

(2) The Military Estates Officer shall conduct his management, of 
Class “A M (1) land (which shall include the development of the 
resources of the land, the disposal of usufruct and the planting and

Such permission shall be 
given in writing by the officer of the Military Engineer Services in- 
charge of the work and shall remain in force only for such period as

(4) Class “A ,f (2) land shall ordinarily be kept vacant but its tem- 
porary use or occupation may be licensed by the Military Estates Officer

CHAPTER V. 

Disposal of Land by Militaey Estates Offices. 

IS. tale of Lend Prohibited.— The sale of land for any purpose 
without the definite orders of the Central Government is prohibited. 

1«. Building Bites. Leases. (Ordinary Terme). r -(l) Building 
sites shall ordinarily Ik* disposed of hy lease for a minimum period of 
thirty years in the first instance renewable at the option of the lessee at 
equal intervals up to a maximum period of ninety years. 

(2) The lease shall be subject to an annual rent which shall he fixed 
in the manner prescribed in rule 19 and which shall be liable to revision 
at each renewal of the lease. An initial premium shall be charged on 
the lease and the lease shall be put up to public auction for sale to the 
person who agrees to pay the highest amount as premium. 

(3) When a lease comes up for renewal at the end of the first or 
subsequent term of years, an indenture for such renewal shall be 
executed in the form prescribed in Schedule IV. 

17. Application for Building Sites. — (l) Applications for building 
sites on land under the management of the Military Estates Officer shall 
be submitted to the Military Estates Officer in the printed form 
prescribed in Schedule V. 

(2) Every application shall specify the situation of tBe land required, 
the exact purpose for which it is wanted and the area of land in the 
cantonment, if anv, already held by the applicant; and shall be accom- 
panied by a site plan of the urea applied for prepared at the cost of the 
applicant. • 

IB. Procedure on rejection by the Offloor Commanding the Station. 

— The Military Estates Officer shall lay the application before the 
Officer Commanding the Station and the Officer Commanding the Station 
may reject the application for reasons to be recorded in writing which 
shall be entered on the application form and the form shall be filled in 
the manner prescribed by rule 29. The decision of the Officer Com- 
manding the Station shall be communicated to the applicant. 

IS. Prooodure on aoooptanoe by tho Offloor Commanding the Station. 
Fixinji of rent and reserve prioe of premium.— (1) If the Officer Com- 
landmg the Station approves of the application, the Military Estates 
Officer shall proceed to nave the site surveyed and demarcated, if neces- 
sary, and shall fix the annual rent to be charged in accordance with the 
rate prescribed by the standard table of rents prepared under rule 8 and 
such reserve price for the premium on the lease as may appear to be 
reasonable. 

(2) In no case shall the reserve price so fixed be disclosed to the 
public or the annual rent be charged at a lower rate than that fixed by 
the etandazd table of rente. 
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90* Survey and dffiaroetlQll.— (1) The reserve price shall be cal- 
culated so as to include the oost, if any, of surveying and demarcating 
the site and a proportion of any expenditure that may have been incurred 
in prenaring and laying out tne land, including the site under applica- 
tion, for building purposes. 

(2) The oost of such survey and demarcation shall be deposited by 
the applicant and shall be deducted from the price eventually realised 
us premium and repaid to the depositor. 

21. Nation Of Auotfon. — The Military Estates Officer shall then 
publish a notice, in the form prescribed in Schedule VI stating the date 
on which, the time and place at which and the conditions under which, 
the lease of the site applied for will be sold. 

22* Auotion. — On the date and at the time and place appointed, 
the Military Estates Officer shall proceed to sell the lease by auction to 
the person who agrees to pay the highest amount as premium ; provided 
that in no cuse shall the lease be sold unless the reserve prioe fixed under 
rule 19 has been reached. 

23. Deposit by euooeesful bidder. — The successful bidder shall be 
required to deposit immediately 10 per cent, of the amount of his bid 
and to sign an agreement consenting to forego the deposit in case the 
balance of the price is not paid within thirty days of the confirmation of 
the auction. 

24. Confirmation Of Auotion.— The Military Estates Officer shall 
report the result of the auction and forward the proceedings to the 
Collector for his concurrence. Thereafter the proceedings shall be 
forwarded to the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command, or to 
such other authority as the Central Government may appoint for the 
purpose, for his approval, and if the Officer Commanding-in-Chief. the 
Commaud, or the appointed authority, approves, the sale shall be 
deemed to be duly oonfirmed : 

Provided that, if the estimated market value of the site exceeds 
Rs. dO, 000, the approval of the Central Government shall also be 
required before the sale shall be deemed to be duly confirmed. 

Explanation — F or the purposes of this rule, the market value shall 
be estimated, as far as possible, on the basis of actual sales of unoccupied 
land for building purposes in the locality, but if the market value 
cannot be estimated on such basis, it shall be taken to meau twenty times 
the annual value of the site. In calculating the annual value, the rent 
fixed, as well as the premium realised by the auction shall be taken 
into account. 

23. Powers of Qolleotor. — ( 1 ) On receipt of the proceedings for- 
warded to him under rule 24 the Collector, before expressing his con- 
currence, shall satisfy himself, 

(а) that the whole proceedings have been conducted in strict 

accordance witn the provisions of these rules, and 

(б) that the annual rent ana the price realised for the premium on 

the lease at the auction is reasonable. 

(2) If the Collector is not satisfied on either of these points he shall 
return the proceedings to the Military Estates Officer with a recom- 
mendation that the proceedings be cancelled; and thereupon fresh pro- 
ceedings shall be taken and all the foregoing provisions of this rule 
shall apply to such fresh proceedings.

(3) If the Collector coauden ttwt the dittpuwl of the site itedlf ii for

in Council by the Officer empowered in this behalf by the Central 
Government and a duplicate of tKe lease shall be retained in the office 
of the Military Estates Officer. 

(3) The duplicate lease shall be preserved in an envelope in the form 
prescribed in Schedule XVI. 

28. Grants Register (Building ftites).— (1) The application under 
rule 17 shall, when all the entries therein have been completed, be 
filed in a loose leaf register maintained by the Military E st ates Officer 
for the purpose.

Lmm for spooM periods and on spooitl term*.— (1) A lease 
for o building site for a period not exceeding 30 years or a lease in 
perpetuity, may be granted by tbe Military Estates Officer in the 
forms prescribed in Schedules IX and X, where for special reasons 
such a course appears to be advantageous to the Central Government: 

Provided that no such lease shall be granted without previous con- 
sultation with the Collector and the previous sanction of the Central 
Government: 

Provided &1bo that in every other respect the procedure prescribed 
in rules 16 to 30 shall apply. 

(2) A lease of a building site in perpetuity may, if the site is 
needed for a definite public or religious purpose and the use of the 
more favourable form of lease prescribed in Schedule XI is justi- 
fiable, be granted by the Military Estates Officer in the form pres- 
cribed in Schedule XI and in the manner prescribed in rule 26: 

Provided that no Buch lease shall he granted without previous 
consultation with the Collector and the previous sanction of the 
Central Government. 

32. Agricultural Land. Lottos. — (1) The method of disposing if 
agricultural land entrusted to the management of the Military 
Estates Officer shall be by lease without a premium, and the rent 
payable under the lease snail be pul to auction. 

(2) The period for which u lease is auctioned shall ordinarily be 
one year, but may, at the discretion of the Military Estates Officer, 
be extended to a period not exceeding four years. 

(3) The period for which a lease is auctioned may, if the esti- 
mated market value of the site does not exceed Rs. 10,000, be extended 
up to ten years with the concurrence of the Collec tor and the approval 
either of the Officer Commanding-in -Chief, the Command, or of such 
other authority as the Central Government inay appoint for this 
purpose. 

(4) An extension of tlie period for which a lease is to be sanctioned 
beyond ten yearB, or beyond four years when the market value of the 
site exceeds Rs. 10,000 shall require the concurrence of the Collector 
and the approval of the Central Government : 

Provided that, in uny cantonment specified by the Centrul 
Government in this behalf and in each case with their previous 
sanction or the sanction of such other authority as they may appoint 
for this purpose, the period of the lease may exceed four years and 
the rent payable under a lease the period of which exceeds four 
yearB may be fixed by private treaty with the lessee. 

33. Agricultural Land. Method of disposal.— (1) The Military 
Estates Officer shall, in ample time before the commencement of the 
cultivation season, publish a notice in the form prescribed in Sche- 
dule XII, giving particulars of the lauds available for disposal, the 
date on which, the time and place at which and the conditions under 
which they will be disposed of ; shall also fix a reserve price, which 
shall not be disclosed to the public, for the rent of each separate 
holding in accordance with the rate prescribed bv the standard table 
of rents prepared under rule 8; and shall, on the date and at the 
time and plaoe appointed, put the lease of the lands to auction to 
the highest bidder : 
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Provided that, in special oases and for special reasons and with 
the previous sanction of the Officer Commanaing-in-Ohief, the Com- 
mand, the Military Estates Officer may call for tendcre for the sale 
of the lease instead of putting it to auction. 

(2) The result of the auction, or the tenders, shall be reported to the 
Officer Comman ding-in-Chief, the Command, for his approval, and 
if the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command, approves, the 
sale of the lease shall be deemed to be duly confirmed: 

Provided that the lease shall not be sol'd unless the reserved price 
has been reached : 

Provided -further that, in special cases and for special reasons to 
be recorded in writing, the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Com- 
mand, may sanction the sale of a lease for a period not exceeding 
one year when the reserve price has not been reached. 

34. Rooord of Agricultural Leases.— (1) The Military Estates 
Officer shall maintain a separate register in the form prescribed in 
Schedule XIII which shall form a continuous record of the disposal 
of agricultural lands. 

(2) The register shall be known as the Military Estates Officers’ 
Grants Register (Agricultural Lands). 

(8) For the purpose of this register agricultural lands shall be 
divided into blocks of convenient sixe containing not more than five 
or six separate holdings; one page in the register shall be given to 
each block of land and a plan of the block, traced from the survey 
map, shall be entered on the opposite page. 

35. Execution Of Agrieultural Looses.— (1) Lessees of agricultural 
land shall execute leases therefor in the form prescribed in Schedule 
XIV. 

(2) The lease shall be executed on behalf of the Central Govern- 
ment, by the officer empowered in this behalf by them, and a dupli- 
cate of the lease shall be retained in the office of the Military Estates 
Officer. 

(3) The duplicate Rhall be preserved in an envelope in the form 
prescribed in Schedule XVI. * 

36. Rsoord of Grant of Aapioultural Land.— On the conclusion of 
the proceedings, the Military Estates Officer shall make the necessary 
entries in the Military Estates Officers* Grants Register (Agricul- 
tural Lands), the Military Estates Officers* Land Revenue Register 
and the General Land Register: 

Provided that it shall not lx* necessary to enter any lease of agri- 
cultural land for a period not exceeding four years in column 1 of 

the General Land Register. 

37. Leaaei for Miscellaneous purposes.— (1; The Military Estates 
Officer may grant a lease of land in class “JV* (4), for any purpose 
not otherwise covered by these rules: 

Provided that the previous sanction of the Central Government, 

or of such other authority as the Central Government may appoint 

for this purpose, shall be obtained in each case to the terms on which 
the land is offered and to the form of the lease. 

(2) An application for the grant of a site under this rule shall 
be submittea to the Military Estates Officer in the printed form 
prescribed in Schedule XV. 
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(3) Every application shall specify the situation of the land required 
and the exact purpose for which it ie required and shall be accompanied 
by a site plan of the said land prepared at the coat of the applicant, 

(4) If the application is sanctioned, it shall, when all the. entries 
therein have been completed, be filed in a loose leaf register maintained 
by the Military Estates Officer for the purpose^ to be known as the 
itilitary Estates Officer's Grants Register (Miscellaneous bites). The 

# tlu plicate lease shall be preserved in an envelope in the form prescribed 
in Schedule XVI. 

(5) If tin* application is rejected, an entry shall thereupon be made 
on the application form and the form shall be filed in the manner 
prescribed in sub-rule (4). 

38. Disposal of site on Iosm for misoellanoous purposes.— An 

application for the grant of a site under rule 37 shall be disposed of 
in accordance with the procedure prescribed in rules 20 to 24, but. may, 
for special reasons to be recorded in writing by the sanctioning 
authority, b(* disposed of in accordance with the procedure prescribed 
in rule 20. 

39. Temporary occupation of land undor liotnoe.— (1) Notwith- 
standing the provisions of any of the foregoing rules, but subject to 
the provisions of rule 14, the Military Estates Officer may grant a 
licence in the form prescribed in Schedule XVII for a period not 
exceeding one year, for the temporary use or occupation of any 
Class “A" (21 or “B M (4) land entrusted to his management. 

(2) The amount of fees to be charged for such a licence shall be 
determined by the Military Estates Officer. 

(3) The Military Estates Officer shall, except in the case of licences 
for purking motor vehicles, a register of which is prescribed by 
rule 81-A of the Cuntonment Account. Code, 1924, maintain a register 
in the form prescribed in Schedule XVI II, which shall be called the 
Military Estates Officer's Grants Register (Temporary Licences), in 
which the grant of such licences shall he entered, but it- shall not be 
necessary to enter the grant of such licences in any other register. 

40. Transfer of right to grant licences for temporary oooupaiion 
Of land, — Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 39, the Military 
Estates Officer may, with the previous sanction of, and subject, to such 
terms as may in each case be approved by, the Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief, the Command, enter into an agreement with the Board for the 
transfer to the Board of the right to dispose of grazing or of the right 
to grant licences in the manner prescritad in rule 39 for s^iecific purposes 
and in specified areas of the cantonment which are under the manage- 
ment of the Military Estates Officer. 

41. Building Sites. Speoial Leases Special conditions,— The 

Central Government may in any ease sanction alterations in the pre- 
scrib'd form of lease. 

42. Recovery of Arrears.— All arrears of rent and other payments 
under these rules, together with interest on such arrears at the rate of 
seven and a half per cent, per annum from the date when they become 
due to the date of their realisation, shall, on the application of the 
001*8011 specified in sub-section ( 2 ) of section 259 of the Act, or of the 
Military Estates Officer, as the case may be, be recoverable in tho 
manner provided in that section. 
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Provided that in the case of a lease granted* after the insertion of 
rule 15 of the Cantonment Land' Administration Rules, 1936, and 
before the publication of these rules all arrears of rent and other 
payments shall be recoverable in accordance with that rule. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Management by Cantonment Boakd. 

43* General conditions applfoabfe to management, — The manage- 
ment of land entrusted to the Board under rule 9 shall be subject to 
the following conditions, namely: — 

(i) that such management ranters on the Board no proprietary 
rights in, and no power to sell, exchange or give away, the 
land; and that the Central (government may, at any* time, 
impose such restrictions as they consider necessary* in the 
public interest on the use or occupation of any particular 
areas of land so entrusted to the management of the Board ; 

(if) that the Board shall have no power to occupy or use the land 
for the purposes of the Act or for its own purposes without 
the sanction of the Central Government; but that land 
required for the aforesaid purposes shall be transferred 1o 
class “C” and vested in the Board by the Central Govern- 
ment in accordance with the provisions of rule 7; 

(iff) that suits affecting the proprietary rights in the land shall be* 
brought by or against the Central Government and not bv 
or against the Board, hut the cost of such litigation shall 
be borne bv the Board; 

(rr) that nil receipts from the land shall ordinarily be credited in 
full to the Cantonment fund; 

(r) that the Central Government, at any time, shall be entitled 
to resume direct management of the land or of any paji 
thereof without paying any compensation therefor to the 
Board, or to vary the terms on which the management, has 
been entrusted to the Board : 

Provided that the Board shall be given an opportunity of expressing 
its opinion on uny such action before it is taken and any 
objection it may have to offer shall lie taken into con- 
sideration; and 

(in) that the Military Estates Officer may, at any time, require 
the Board to produce any record, correspondence, plan, 
register or otner document relating to the land, in its 
possession or under its control. 

44. General Land Ragistar. Cantonment Board.— The Military 
Estates Officer shall supply to the Board extracts from the General 
Land Register prepared under rule •*! in respect of all land in bazars 
the management of which has been entrusted to, or vests in, the Board. 

4S> HaMananoa of General Land Rifto^r.— (1) The duties and 
functions aesignad to the Military Estates Officer of maintaining the 
General Land Register under rule 10 shall be performed by the Board 
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in rwpaot of land in baaars, the management of which has been 
entrusted to, or Tests in, the Board. 

(2) The Board shall report to the Military Estates Officer — 

(i) the grant of any right or interest made by the Board in land, 
other than land in bazars, which is under the management 
• of the Board; and 

(«) every report of the transfer of any right or interest in land 
other than land in bazars made to the Executive Officer 
under section 73 of the Act. 

(3) The Executive Officer shall forward to the Military Estates 
Officer a monthly statement showing, in addition to the information 
required by sub-rule (2), every transfer of right or interest in immove- 
able property outside bazars registered under sections 54, 59, 107 or 
123 of the Transfer of Property Act, 1882, and of which information 
has been received under sub-section (2) of section 287 of the Canton- 
ments Act, 1924, and a report of every transfer of right or interest 
in immoveable property outside baaars which has come to his know- 
ledge but. of which no report has been made to him. The Baid state- 
ments shall be accompanied by leases, plans or other relevant 
documents. 

46. Register to be maintained by the Cantonment Board.— -(1) The 
Board shall maintain registers similar to the registers prescribed by 
rules 12, 29, 37 and 39 of these rules and by rule 81-A of the Canton- 
ment Account Code, 1924, which shall be laiown as the Cantonment 
Board's Land Revenue Register, Grants Register (Building sites), 
Grants Register (Miscellaneous sites), Grants Register (Temporary 
Licences) and Register of fees for Motor Vehicle Parking Licences, 
respectively, and the forms prescribed in the Schedules shall bd 
modified so far as may be necessary for the requirements of the Board. 

(2) The Board shall maintain a register in the form prescribed in 
Schedule XIX of all land which is vested in the Board. This register 
shall be known as the Cantonment Board's register of Central Govern- 
ment Dues and shall be prepared annually so as to show all payments 
due, and made, to the Central Government. 

47. Disposal of Land by Cantonmont Board.— The disposal of land 
which has been entrusted to the management of the Board under 
rule 9 shall he governed, so far as may be, by the same rules as apply 
to the disposal of land entrusted to the management of the Military 
Estates Officer, subject to the following modifications, namely: — 

(a) the Board shall take the place of, and perform the functions 

assigned to, the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command, 
in rules 24 and 33; 

(b) the Board shall take the place of, and perform the functions 

assigned to, the Officer Commanding the Station in rules 18, 
19 and 26; 

(c) the Board shall take the place of, and perform the functions 

assigned to, the Militanr Estates Officer in rules 26, 27, 28, 
29, 31, 32, 34 and 35, in sub-rules (1) and (4) of rule 87 
t and in rule 39; 
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(i) the Executive Officer shall tale the place of and perform the 
functions assigned to the Military Estates Officer in rules 
17. 18, 19, 21, 22, 24, 30, 33 and 30 and sub-rule (2) of 
rule 37; and 

(e) no reference to the Collector shall be required under rules 24 
and 26. 


CHAPTER VII.

It is hereby notified for general information that the following 
regulations relating to eertifieates in military studies were sunrtioned 
by Government in October 1936: — 

CHAPTER LI1I-A. 

Certificates in Military Studies. 

1. Two examinations for Certificates in Military Studies shall he 
held annuully in Calcutta on such dates as nun he prescribed by the 
Syndicate. One shall be on the Junior Course and the other on the 
Senior Course and shall be called Junior Military Certificate Examina- 
tion and Senior Military Certificate Examination, respectively. 

2. There shall he a Standing Committee in Military Studies to he 
annually nominated hy the Syndicate consisting of not more than eleven 
members. At least four members will he representatives of the Military 
authorities and the University Training Corps. 

3. Every candidate for the Junior Certificate Examination must 
fulfil the following conditions : — 

(i) He must have been a member of the Calcutta University Training 
Corps during two successive academic sessions not more than one year 
previous to the examination. 

(//) During such membership he must have undergone individual and 
collective training in accordance with rules to he approved hy the 
Syndicate. 

(/ //) During this period he must have attended at least 75 per cent, 
of lectures on selected topics to he delivered hy teachers approved hy 
the Syndicate. 

Before his admission to the examination he shall produce a certificate 
from the Commanding Officer of the Calcutta University Training Corps 
to the effect that he has fulfilled the above conditions. lie shall also 
produce h certificate of good conduct and diligent study from the head 
of the institution to which he belongs. 

4. In order to he eligible for the Senior Certificate Examination a 
candidate must have passed the Junior Certificate Examination two 
years previously. The oilier conditions will he same as in section 3 
above. 

5. Candidates shall pay to the University a fee to he prescribed by 
the Syndicate for admission to each course 1 of study and examination. 

fi. Each examination shall he divided into two parts, practical and 
theoretical, each carrying 100 marks. 

7. The practical examination shall he based on drill with and with- 
out arms, weapon training and tactical training according to a 
programme to he prepared hy the Calcutta University Training Corps 
headquarters. The course for the Senior Certificate Examination shall 
be of an advanced character. The examination shall be subdivided into 
three parts: — 

(i) General training, 

(it) Weapon training, ami 

(Hi) Collective training. 

The marks for the practical examination shall be awarded on -- 

to) final testR to be held at the time of the examination; and 

(h) records of service of the candidates. 

Detailed courses for the practical examinations both for Junior and 
Senior Examinations will from time to time be determined by the 
Calcutta University Training Corps headquarters. 

8. The theoretical portions shall include the following subjects: — 

A. Junior Course. 

(1) Military Hygiene and Camp Sanitation. 

(2) Map Reading and Field Sketching. 

(3) Discipline and esprit de corps. 

(4) History of the Annv ill India. . 

(6) Badges and Symbols bf Hank in the Fighting Forces. 

(6) Characteristics of Infantry Weapons. 

(7) Organisation of the Army in India. 
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B. # Senior Course . 

(1) Selected Campaigns of the Great War. 

(2) Organisation and Administration of an Infantry Unit, in Peace 

and War. ’ * 

(31 Bolls of the Armed Forces of the Empire. 

(4) Characteristics of Military Weapons. 

(5) Imperial Military Geography with special reference to India. 

(6) Duties in aid of Civil Power. 

Detailed syllabuses will from time to time be prepared by the 
Standing Committee hereinafter constituted subject to confirmation by 
the Syndicate. The Syndicate may also add to or alter the above list 
of subjects on the recommendation of the Standing Committee. 

9. Each candidate in order to be successful must pass the practical 
and theoretical portions separately and obtain at least 30 per cent, of 
marks in each. Candidates obtaining 60 per cent, of marks or over in 
both practical and theoretical portions separately shall be declared to 
have passed with distinction. Certificates shall be issued by the 
University on the results of each examination. 

10. Conditions on which a candidate, who has failed to pass or 
appear at a military examination, may be re-admitted to a subsequent 
examination of the same standard shall be determined by the Syndicate 
on the report of the Standing Committee. 

11. Examiners shall be appointed by the Syndicate on the recom- 
mendation of the Standing Committee who shall propose names in con- 
sultation with the Calcutta University Training Corps headquarters. 
Only military officers and other possessing special qualifications shall be 
eligible for appointment as Examiners. The results of the examina- 
tions shall be considered by a Results Committee, consisting of the Vice- 
Chancellor as Chairman, ex-officio , and the Examiners. The proceed- 
ings of the Results Committee shall be placed before the Syndicate for 
confirmation. 

The names of the successful candidates shall be classified in alpha- 
betical order except of those who pass with distinction, whose names 
shall be in order of merit. The names of the successful cundidat.es shall 
be published in the Gazette. 

12. The result of a candidate who is successful ut the Certificate 
Examination shall be taken into account at the next University examina- 
tion at which he appears as indicated below — 

I. A. and I. Sc. Examinations. 

Marks in excess of 60 obtained by the candidate concerned at the 
Certificate Examination shall be added to his aggregate and the aggre- 
gate so obtained shall determine his division and his place in the list, of 
successful candidates at the Intermediate Examination. 

Such candidate shall not be permitted to take up any optional subject 
under Chapters XXXI and XXXV of the Regulations. 

B.A . and B.Sc. (Bass) Examinations and it. Corn. Examination. 

Marks in excess of 60 obtained by a candidate at the Certificate 
Examination shall be added to the aggregate marks obtained by him at 
the B.A. or B.Sc. (Pass) or B.Com. Examination as the case may be. 

B.A. and B.Sc. (Honours) Examinations. 

A candidate appearing at the B.A. or B.Sc. Honours Examination 
in any subject shall not get any credit in his Honours subject for his 
success at the Certificate Examination. The marks in excess of 60 
obtained by him at such examination shall however be added to the 
aggregate of his total marks. 

7.E. and B.E. Examinations. 

Marks obtained by a candidate at the Certificate Examination in 
excess of 60 shall be added to his aggregate marts at the I.E. or B.E. 
Examination, as the case may be. 

13. The provisions of section 12 shall be subject to the following 
conditions : — 

(t) In no case shall the marks to be added to the aggregate be more 
than 75. 

(tf) The marks shall be added only if a candidate passes both the 
Certificate Examination and the University Examination either imme- 
diately on completion of his respective studies Of ip* tlib- next following 
year.

The term ‘ ‘private students" 
includes bona fide school -in asters. 

2. Private students must appear at the 
Test Examination of one of the following

Female candidates and teachers of schools 
recognised b\ the Calcutta University, or any 
other University or any Board of Secondary 
Education in India are not required to pass 
the Test Examination for private candidates 
held by the Inspector of Schools, Chittagong 
Division.

The term ‘ ‘private students” 
includes bond fide school-masters. 

2. Private students must appear at the 
Test Examination of one of the following 
institutions on the dates mentioned below : — 

Comilla Zilla School, Noakhali R. K. Zilla 
School, Chittagong Collegiate School and 
llangamati High English School. 


Date of examination — 13th, 14th, 15th, 16tli 
and 18th December 1937. 

Female candidates and teachers of schools 
recognised by the Calcutta University, or any 
other University or any Board of Secondary 
Education in India are not required to pass 
the Test Examination for private candidates 
held by the Inspector of Schools, Chittagong 
Division. 

3. Private candidates offering hygiene as 
one of their subjects need not obtain the pre- 
vious permission of University for that pur- 
pose. They will bo requirea to satisfy the 
Inspector of Schools that they have undergone 
a course of training in the subject.

Krishnagar College— Session 1937-38. 

The College re-opens on the 2nd July 1937 
after the long vacation. 

Admission will commence immediately after 
the publication of the results in the Calcutta 
Gazette. The College teaches up to the B.A. 
and B.Sc. standards of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity. It has got affiliation in the usual Arts 
and Science subjects and in Honours in 
English, Sanskrit and Mathematics. The 
monthly tuition fees amount to Rs. 6 for the 
I. A., Rs. 7 for the I. Sc. and B.A. and Rs. 8 
for the B.Sc. classes.

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When a straight line cuts tie other straight lines, if — 

(1) a pair of alternate angles are equal, or 

(2) a pair of corresponding angles are equal, or 

(3) a pair of interior angles on the same side of the cutting line are 

together equal to two right angles, 

then the straight lines are parallel ; and the converse. 

Straight lines which are parallel to the same straight line are parallel 
to one another.

Theorems. 

The sum of the angles of a triangle is equal to two right angles ; and 
the two corollaries thereto. 

If two triangles have two angles of the one equal to two angles of 
the other, each to each, and also one side of the one equal to the corre- 
sponding side of the other, the triangles are congruent. 

Tf two right-angled triangles have their hypotenuses equal and one 
other side of the one equal to one other side of the other, the triangles 
are congruent. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are equal, each 
diagonal bisects the parallelogram; and the diagonals bisect one 
unother. 

If there are three or more parallel straight lines and the intercepts 
made by them on any straight line that cuts them are equal, then the 
corresponding intercepts on any other straight line that cuts them are 
also equal.

A scholarship of the value of £170 per 
annum, with one second class sea passage 
each wav to the United Kingdom from the 
Lytton Moslem Scholarship Fund, adminis- 
tered by the Assistant Director of Public 
Instruction for Muhammadan Education, 
Bengal, will be available for award during 
1938. The candidates must be Moslems 
domiciled in Bengal. 

2. The scholarship is tenable at any insti- 
tution in the United Kingdom for a period 
of two years. It will be awarded this time to 
a student of the Calcutta University, prefer- 
ably to a student of the Islamia College. 
Calcutta, provided a qualified and suitable 
candidate applies. The candidate must have 
passed at least the B.A. or B.Sc. Examina- 
tion with Honours or an equivalent examina- 
tion. 

3. In the event of there being no qualified

An examination in the Art and Practice of 
Teaching for teachers of English subjects in 
Boys’ Secondary Schools (aided and unaided) 
will be held at the Hooghly Training School 
on Thursday, the 17th March 1938, at 11 a.m., 
and on the following date, if necessary. 
The examination of teachers of vernacular 
subjects and oriental classical languages of 
the same schools will also be held on the same 
date and at the same place and hour. 

2. The following teachers are eligible for

English Scholarship Examination or the 
terminal examination at the end of the middle 
stage of instruction.

(b) Teachers of vernacular subjects, who 
have passed the same examinations, or the 
Middle Vernacular Scholarship Examination, 
or the terminal examination at the end of the 
middle stage of instruction. The examina- 
tion of these teachers will be conducted in 
vernacular. 

(c) Pandits and Maulvis employed in teach- 
ing an oriental classical language other than 
Pandits in Sanskrit toh and Maulvis in 
Madrasahs. They must have passed the 
Sanskrit Title Examination or the Final 
Examination of a Senior Grade Madrasah. 
The examination in the case of these classes 
of teachers will be conducted either in English 
or vernacular at the option of the candidate. 

3. The examination will consist of —
